Car club asking for town support in making show better

Members of the Didsbury Car Club went before 
town council on March 11 asking for the town’s sup¬ 
port to make the annual show and shine a bigger and 
better event this year. 

Members of the club want the town to extend the 
closure of 20th Street one block further south to 15th 
Avenue for the event, taking place on May 10. 

They are also looking for sponsors in the club’s 
efforts to hand out bags full of promotional items 
such as pins and pens. The club asked council for 
$1,500. The group also asked that the closure of 20th 
Street be extended to 7 p.m. 

“Without your support, we would not be able to 
have a show and shine,” Karen Hladych, secretary of 
the Didsbury Car Club told councillors. 

In addition to the shootout that was added last 
year - where vehicles race as fast as they can for 
.'30 metres - the car club wants to add a motorcycle 


component to the show this year with the Rural 
Motorcycle Ride for Dad promoting a motorcycle 
show and shine and a group of dirt bikes doing aerial 
stunts south of AG Foods. 

Resident Gene Lane said at the meeting that he 
was in favour of extending the 20th Street closure to 
expand the show and shine, as he thought the influx 
of people to the community during the event would 
help dow'ntown businesses. 

“I think it’s a great idea I think it’s great for every¬ 
one involved. I think it’s for the town's benefit,” he 
said. 

Car club president Gil Enns said in an interview 
that the club wants to expand the show this year to 
allow for more participants and spectators to check 
out the event. 

Last year, about 375 cars were entered in the show 
and shine. The car club also plans to bring back a 
dynamometer for people to test the horsepower in 
their own vehicles. Musical entertainment, including 
the Didsbury High School Jazz Band will also be part 


of the event. 

“In all accounts last year was (successful),” Enns 
said, adding that half the proceeds of the car and 
motorcycle events will go to the clubs and the other 
half will go to an as-yet undetermined local charity of 
the car club's choosing while half of the motorcycle 
entrance fee to show off bikes will go toward pros¬ 
tate cancer causes. 

The show and shine has donated to various 
local groups in the past including the high 
school jazz band, the high school football pro¬ 
gram, high school scholarships and other local 
groups. 

Following the meeting, Deputy Mayor Lavar Adams 
said the Town of Didsbury has supported the show 
and shine event for many years. 

“We’ve always seen the benefit of saying yes to the 
(street closure) extension," he said. 

Council cannot make decisions at a committee of 
the whole meeting. It will deliberate the car club's 
requests at a future regular meeting.

Councillors talk further about 
their vision for next four years

Councillors talked fur¬ 
ther about their vision 
of town council at the 
committee of the whole 
meeting on March 11, 
and how council would 
proceed in its commu¬ 
nication with the public 
over the next four years. 

Council is updat¬ 
ing its strategic plan to 
take into account a new 
group being sworn in 
during the last munici¬ 
pal election in October 
2013. Councillors have 
been discussing a new 
vision and mission state¬ 
ment since taking office. 
Council hopes to adopt 
the new vision and mis¬ 
sion statement at its reg¬ 
ular meeting on March 
25. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger 
said he favoured what 
councillors told a com¬ 
munity gathering on 
Feb. 24 at the Didsbury 
Memorial Complex, but 
he said it should be pared 
down substantially. 

“I’m supportive of 
what we said to the com¬ 


munity, but we don t 
need 30 pages to do it. 1 
would like to see a con¬ 
cise document,” he said. 

Coun. Sheila Shulz 
agreed, noting that the 
vision should be a short 
statement, 

“It should be short, 
concise, very general," 
she said. 

Roy Brown, the town’s 
chief administrative offi¬ 
cer, told councillors that 
while he thought the 
draft mission statement 
is good, council hasn’t 
done its best on adhering 
to the values it is trying 
to articulate in the new 
plan. 

Lavar Adams, the 
town’s deputy mayor, 
said he thought the 
vision statement of the 
previous council - mov¬ 
ing progressively into 
the future by enhancing 
our community and qual- 
ity of life while respect¬ 
ing our history - was still 
the best choice. 

At the conclusion of 
the discussion, admin¬ 
istrators were directed 
to bring back a plan to 
adopt council’s vision 


“to encourage commu¬ 
nity engagement through 
providing open commu¬ 
nication in a caring, wel¬ 
coming and responsive 
environment with the 
intent to further build a 
vibrant, sustainable and 
unified Didsbury.” 

Administrators were 
also told to keep the 10 
values that were drawn 
up as part of the plan, 
including fiscal account¬ 
ability, leadership and 
innovation, among oth¬ 
ers. 

Administrators have 
suggested three new mis¬ 
sion statements to council 
plus the one adopt*si by 
the previoas council. The 
three others include “to 
proactively continue to be 
a leading example of a 
safe, engaged, sustainable 
community; to exemplify 
the municipal benchmark 
of a safe, engaged and 
sustainable community 
through proactive gover¬ 
nance and strong leader¬ 
ship; and to set the bench¬ 
mark of municipal excel¬ 
lence through proactive 
governance and strong 
leadership.” 


Didsbury councillors gain 
insight into landfill usage

According to town councillors, the 
Town of Didsbury could investigate 
several ideas that councillors learned 
about at a recent environmental con¬ 
ference held in I ligh River. 

Alberta Coordinated Action for 
Recycling Enterprises (Alberta CARE) 
hosted the conference which took 
place from Feb. 26 to 28. Its purpose 
was to talk about various ways of recy¬ 
cling products, reclaiming land for¬ 
merly used as landfills and extending 
the use of landfills by removing all the 
recyclable material. 

“It was a very interesting confer¬ 
ence," Deputy Mayor Lavar Adams told 
fellow councillors at the March 11 
committee of the whole (COW) meet¬ 
ing. “If we have opportunities to reuse 
waste ... we should be investigating 
options." 

One of the interesting points that 
Adams learned at the conference was 
that due to the Hood last year, the land¬ 
fill in High River accepted two years’ 
worth of contaminated goods follow 


ing the flood. He said that after the 
forest fire that levelled Slave Like in 
May 2011, five years of the community 
landfill's life expectancy was taken up 
in the immediate aftermath of the fire 
from all the debris it accepted. 

“Our landfills are very precious to 
us,” he said. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger, who also 
attended the conference, thought the 
town could investigate the benefits 
of investing in more environmentally- 
friendly buildings. He said the Town 
of High River uses solar technology in 
some of its buildings and is saving 586 
kilowatt-hours of electricity per year 

Hollinger said the town office and 
Didsbury library could save a lot of 
money by investigating such technol¬ 
ogy. 

Following the COW meeting, Adams 
said the conference acts as a valuable 
opportunity for municipal representa¬ 
tives and landfill operators to share 
ideas. 

“It’s an opportunity for (people) in 
that industry to get together, brain¬ 
storm and bring all those ideas out," 
he said.

Seatbelt 
non-compliance 
should be 
demerit offence

Seatbelt use by Alberta drivers and passengers 
has increased markedly over the past decade - 
resulting in safer and better-protected motorists 
while at the same time reducing the overall cost 
to the community at large. 

Last week the province 
announced that more than 
95 per cent of Alberta driv¬ 
ers and passengers now 
wear seatbelts, up from 69 
per cent in 1999. As well, 
since 2007 unbelted fatali¬ 
ties have been reduced by 
almost 25 per cent. 

“There is no doubt that 
seatbelts save lives, so 
we’re encouraging that last 
five per cent to join us all 
in making our roads safer 
for everyone,” said Wayne 
Drysdale, Alberta Minister 
of Transportation. 

No question, this increase in seatbelt use is 
good news for Alberta. 

Yet there are still far too many drivers and 
passengers, and young people in particular, who 
ignore the obvious and proven safety benefits of 
wearing seatbelts. 

“Studies show that a significant number of 
young men between 18 and 24, in the prime 
of their lives, are still not buckling up,” said 
Drysdale. 

RCMP superintendent Howard Eaton, the offi¬ 
cer in charge of traffic services in Alberta added: 
“About 45 per cent of the fatal collisions we go 
to involve an unbelted occupant. Too often it’s 
a single vehicle rollover on a rural road with an 
unbelted young male driver. We need to get this 
last five per cent to buckle up so that everyone 
gets home safely.” 

From 2007 to 2012, there were 532 unbelted 
fatalities in Alberta. 

As part of ongoing efforts to reduce unbelted 
fatalities, police officers across the province will 
be focusing on seatbelt enforcement throughout 
the month of March, targeting drivers and pas¬ 
sengers at checkstops and at random. 

Yet if similar past enforcement initiatives are 
any indication, there will probably be many driv¬ 
ers and passengers caught not using seatbelts 
while driving and riding in vehicles in Mountain 
View and Red Deer counties. 

The cost of non-compliance with seatbelt use 
includes not only the grim and tragic injuries 
suffered by drivers and passengers involved in 
motor vehicle crashes, but also larger commu¬ 
nity-wide costs to the health-care and insurance 
systems. 

The recent increase in Alberta seatbelt use is 
encouraging. Perhaps it’s time for the province 
to encourage seatbelt use even further by mak¬ 
ing non-compliance a demerit offence? 

As things stand today, motorists caught not 
using seatbelts face fines. If making non-com¬ 
pliance a demerit offence would help reduce the 
number of Albertans killed or injured in motor 
vehicle crashes then it is a change that should 
be considered.

The Didsbury High School senior 
girls basketball team is the south 
central zone champion after sweep¬ 
ing the competition on March 14 and 
15 at Siksika. 

The girls started off the tourna¬ 
ment dispatching the host school 
76-37. They then beat Oilfields 
High School 73-44 and Bieseker 
Community School 80-37 in the zone 
final. The Dragons tuned up for the 
zones by beating Olds High School 
in the Chinook’s Edge South Athletic 
Association final 67-52 on March 10 
and Innisfail High School for the 
overall Chinook’s Edge crown on 
March 11 by a 74-46 score.
